(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 
371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)).

Applicant argues that the instant step (d) is a two-step process while the prior art 
of record (Tabakoff) has the equivalent step as a one step process. Further applicant 
supplies a rule 131 affidavit to show that the instant invention was made before the 
prior art's invention. However, the affidavit provides showing for only the process of 
making one specific compound from specific reactants. The instant claims are drawn to 
a markush process. The affidavit does not provide showing for the full range of the 
instantly claimed markush process. Further, the instant claims are drawn to a process 
"comprising" and not "consisting essentially of". This leaves the interpretation of a one 
step or two step process open. The rejection is maintained.
